Washington, Jan. %.—Charles W.

After months of patient investiga- 
tion and labor, Morse is trying to 
launch an investigation, by a congres- 
sional committee of all the circum- 
stances which led up to his convic- 
tion six years ago of violation of the 
national banking laws. Although his 
plans have not been announced, it 
has become known that he also con- 
templates suit for damages against 
prominent New York bankers and oth- 
er persons connected with his trial 
and conviction. e 

Morse was in Washington and 
talked with Senator Borah. He sug- 
gested to him the need for an in- 
vestigation of his case by a senate 
committee. Although the Idaho sena- 
tor refused to press the matter, the 
ex-banker is understood to have left 
Washington still determined to force 
an investigation. 

Morse was sent to the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary to serve a fifteen-year sen- 
tence. After a quiet, but persistent, 
fight, led by Mrs. Morse and backed 
by many prominent persons both. in 
and out of congress, his sentence was 
commuted to expire immediately. by 
former President Taft. 

Mr. Taft acted on the statements of 
prominent army surgeons, who de- 
clared that Morse, in or out of pris- 
on, could not live longer than, six 
months. The prisoner was released 
from Atlanta within five days of two 
years ago. Shortly afterward he 
sailed for Europe, took a “cure,” and 
then returned to the United States. 
He ig now apparently in good health, 

Since his return from Europe: Morse 
has been busily engaged in making 
preparations to reopen in the court of 
| public opinion, at least, the case 

against him. He is said to hold that 

the principal charge on which he was 
convicted, the making of false entries 
in the books of the National Bank of 

North America, was a flimsy charge, 

and that he did nothing more than 

was done by scores of bankers in 

New York.

TAX BLANKS SENT OUT 


All Income Returns Must Be Made 
by March 1 

The form to be used and regulations 
to be followed by individuals in mak- 
ing returns of income subject to the 
new federal income tax were sent out 
by the treasury department. 

Every citizen of the United States, 
whether residing at home or abroad, 
every person residing in the United 
States and every non-resident alien 
who: has income from United ‘States 
inyestments. of $3000 or over must 
make such return. 

Returns must be in the handg of 
the collector of. internal revenues in 
the district where the payee lives, or 
where he has his principal place of 
business, not later than March 1. 
Failure to observe this time limit ‘will 
be jpunished with fines ranging from 
20 to $100.

Rev. James L. Hill, D.D., a well- 
known graduate of Andover Semin- 
ary in 1875, formerly a pastor in 
Lynn and for several years a resi- 
dent of Salem, sends a copy of a book 
with the above title, written by him, 
and just now published by the Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society, the 
author wishing that it might be spe- 
cially mentioned in the Townsman. 
The book is surely worthy of such 
mention, for its subject was a familiar 
one in local Andover history a cen- 
tury ago. Five of the “Seven Im>- 
mortals” were Adoniram Judson, 
Newell, Samuel Nott, Gordon Hall, 
and Luther Rice of the first mission- 
ary students in the “Andover Insti- 
tution” or “Divinity School,” just 
then started on Andover Hill. Two 
others belonged to the real band of 
seven, Samuel J. Mills and James 
Richards, but their names are omit- 
ted and in their place are put the 
honored names of Ann. Hazeltine 
and Harriet Atwood, wives of Jud- 
At first reading it 
seems singular that all of the Ando- 
ver band of seven were not included 
in the “Immortal Seven” of the book, 
also that so little is said of the 
preparation of the young mission- 
aries here at Andover, their walks 
and talks in the privacy of the “Mis- 
sionary Woods” and their meeting to 
pray on “Rabbit’s Rock’—all nre- 
served by authentic tradition—as also 
the transfer of the society of the 
“Brethren” from Williamstown to 
Andover, and its continuance here 
down to the time when the auto- 
graphs of Joseph Neesima and Rob- 
ert A. Hume were written on the list, 
More than this, that no mention is 
made of the massive bowlder erected 
by the citizens. ofAndover on the 
rocky knoll where the students met 
to pray, and its dedication at-the 
time of the American Board centen- 
tian, when nearly two thousand peo- 
ple gathered there, Austin Richards, 
grandnephew of one of the band, un- 
veiling the tablet, Rev. George A. 
Hall, grandson of another, offering 
prayer, Professor Hincks and Dr. 
Hume of India making addresses, 
and the great congregation uniting 
in singing S. F. Smith’s “The Morn- 
ing light is breaking,” written ‘in 
Phillips Hall where the “Immortals” 
had their rooms, 

All’ this, however, is explained 
when it is noted that the author’s 
plan is evidently to recount and em- 
phasize especially the part that Salem 
Played in the great enterprise, and as 
Mills and Richards were not or- 
dained at Salem, but in Newburyport, 
and as Mrs, Judson and ‘Mrs. Newell 
were present at Salem, their names 
are substituted for the others. But 
the constant word-pictures of the or- 
dination of the young men at the 
Tabernacle in 1812, and of their sub- 
sequent labors and trials on land and 


sea, given with all the affluence of. 


rhetoric, of which Dr. Hill is master, 
and with the exuberant enthusiasm of 
a present dweller in old Salem, are 
of such touching interest that we can 
almost forgive the author’s compara- 
tive inattention to Andover’s impor- 
tant part in the story. 

Notable too is the constant intro- 
duction of references, all through the 
book, to the history of the ancient 
town by the sea, the home of Roger 
Williams and Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
whose ships were known all over the 
world long before the caravan car- 
ried the missionaries to India, the 
place of the famous White murder 
trial, conducted ‘by Daniel Webster, 
of the infamous “Salem Witchcraft,” 
and “Dea. Giles’s Distillery,” . (“Dea. 
Giles” had been a Phillips boy!) All 
these, with’ Dean Stanley's visit to 
Salem in later years, and notice of 
the various inventions connected with 
the town, first and last, are told with 
such picturesque. vividness that they 
will be good reading for all inter- 
ested in local history of the olden 
time. The book gives a full account of 
the ordination of five other mission- 
aries on the .exact centennial anni- 
versary of that in 1812, also in the 
Tabernacle church, and later still the 
placing there of a bronze tablet, and 
the erection of the “Tower of Salem” 
in Rangoon, both the contribution 
of a New York philanthropist, but 
both evidently by suggestion of Dr. 
Hill. The book will no doubt be 
found in the Memorial Hall Library 
in due time.

The Big’ Local Job Ahead 


It is pretty well understood that 
the town is likely to have a fairly 
comprehensive plan presented to the 
coming March ‘meeting, suggesting 
the necessary work that will be called 
for to put the highways of the town 
in the proper shape. It is too early 
yet to discuss any plan in detail,

to wait till another year. 

It would seem very clear that main 
highways should receive first. atten- 
tion, and equally clear that the 
amount of traffic involved should 
have marked influence in determin- 
ing the roads which should receive 
the first attention. It is a big job; 
it needs -not only. the planning of a

On page thirteen of the Boston 
Herald for January 1, 1914, there is 
au article written by Winthrop L. 
Marvin, -secretary of the National 
Association of Wool Manufacturers, 
which, by anyone interested in the 
new Simmons-Underwood tariff bill, 
should be carefully red and thought 
over. Mr. Marvin, I believe, states 
what he believes to be correct, But 
the man who thinks that the earth 
on which we move and live is not a 
round ball but a flat surface with 
here and there a hill on it, believes 
that the earth is as he supposes it to 
be. There is an old Scotch proverb, 
“As the fool thinks the bell clinks,” 

There is a frankness and honesty 
in what Mr. Marvin says about the 
high tariffs on wool in the Dingley 
and also in the Aldrich bills making 
wool dearer, and that the supposed 90 
per cent on woolen goods only 
amounted to about 50 per cent pro- 
tection to the manufacturer, as the 
enormous duty paid on foreign wool 
had .to be deducted from this 90 per 
cent. It is refreshing to find an 
honest man in this tariff controversy. 
The amotnt of equivocation and, to 
put it mildly, sheer nonsense, that 
stump speakers gave us last year, re- 
sulted in putting Democrats in 
power, and the men who said that 
tariffs did not make anything any 
cearer have themselves to blame for 
this Underwood bill. 

It will take a-full year before the 
country feels the effects of the new 
bill, and curtailment of production 
vill be general, as people will not 
buy goods until bottom prices are 
reached; when that time comes, no 
one can tell. Meantime it is “Do as 
little buying as possible.” 

We seem to have entirely forgotten 
what Mr. Taft said when he was 
made president; viz., that the tariff 
needed revision, and his plan was to 
dc one schedule at a time, and as 
time goes on, we will find that Mr. 
Taft’s plan was the right one. 

I have the Underwood bill before 
me. How a few men in one short 
session took up so many questions 
a» are involved in this bill is to me 
extraordinary, and it is evident that 
seme of the sections of the bill were 
just hustled over and will from time 
to time require revision. 

As Mr. Roosevelt said, the tariff 
has been handled by interested 
parties, and the general good of the 
country ignored. 


The demagogues who told us that 
we could make textile goods as 
cheaply as any country in the world 
and continue @eging double the 
wages of other countries, will find 
cut their mistake soon enough, no 
doubt. 

There is no patent for America any 
more than for Germany. A loom 
or a spindle does not run any faster 
in this country than in Germany, and 
if we are to continue to pay the rate 
of wages now current in this state, 
the goods produced cannot be sold 
a: as low a figure as in Germany. 
But this Underwood bill does- not 
take off all the import duties on for- 
eign goods, and the question will. be 
solved only by time as to whether 
enough duty has been left so as to 
allow our working people to con- 
tinue to get the same tate of wages 
a- they now get. 

One thing is certain. There will 
te greater competition amone Amer- 
ican manufacturers, as well as com- 
petition with European makers of 
textile goods, than we have ever seen 
in the trade. ; 

Caution and curtailment.in making 
of goods will likely be general, and 
for a time all will seem dark a 
gloomy. As I said, it will take/a 
full year to test the merits or de- 
merits of the Underwood bill, 

Referring again to Mr. vin’s 
letter, who in the last sentence’ there- 
of says that Great Britain only pro- 
duces a small quantity of extra fine 
woolen goods and that the bulk of 
her produce is coarse goods not suit- 
able for our American market, and 
that imported goods were not so 
eagerly run upon, all I say as to this

Roger’s Outdoor Party 


Roger, came back to spend the 
holidays as the brook got to singing 
again, and somebody cleared up the 
ash-heap in the old garden spot. He 
called my attention one morning 
near December 10, to the only 
glimpse I ever had, in the long years 
of star-gazing, of twinkling Mercury, 
high above Venus in the east. The 
sight was unexpected, as the sky was 
full of clouds. . The little fellow 
peeped out below a cloud for ten 
minutes, then was covered. 

Those who have a good east look- 
out must observe the beautiful tri- 
angle the red Mars makes with the 
two stars of the Twins, high up over 
in the east at nine in the evening. 
As you come from the library, you 
will see it over the south corner of 
the Post Office building. 

Skipping the brilliant constellation 
of Orion, pass along towards the 
zenith, and, nearly overhead, at the 
same hour, is Saturn, a white star 
very near the red one at the end of 
the horn of the Bull, which is part 
of a consteJation shaped like the 
letter V. is is a good time to 
compare the two reddest stars of our 
sky. On New Year’s Eve, Mars was 
the nearest to us of all this year, 50 
millions of miles; sometimes wé get 
as near as 36 millions, as in. 1909. 
That very far-away planet of our set 
of stars going about the sun, the 
venerable Neptune, found by a great 
mathematician, who in 1846 ciphered 
out the size and place where a man 
with a good spyglass could find it,— 
this planet has a great interest for 
a rapidly moving party like myself, 
as its year is 164 of ours. Plenty of 
time. Lately, it has seemed to be 
joggled a little in the path laid out 
for it,.by the men of large arithmetic 
schemes, and they hope to add a 
neighbor star still farther out in 
space, Neptune, however, is the out- 
side one now, and can be seen with 
a good telescope, rising with the con- 
stellation of the Crab, a little after 
Mars comes in sight. ; 

Why can’t some good soul who has 
nothing else to do by night, hire a 
telescope and a hand-organ or some- 
thing that plays by itself, and give 
parties on some good pond, where 
the look-out is fine? Let those who 
care nothing for the sky, dance and 
skate, or motor about in some new 
invention of an ice’ wagon, © while 
those who love fresh air and good 
company ‘study the heavens. The 
Boston.
